Obama Denounces Ex-Pastor 


Democratic front-runner ‘outraged’ by Wright’s remarks 


WINSTON-SALEM, N.C. I Barack Obama angri- 
ly denounced his former pastor for “divisive 
and destructive” remarks on race, seeking to 
divorce himself from the incendiary speaker 
and a fury that threatens to engulf his front- 
running Democratic presidential campaign. 

Obama is trying to tamp down the uproar 
over the Rev. Jeremiah Wright at a tough time 
in his campaign. The Illinois senator is com- 
ing off a loss in Pennsylvania to rival Hillary 
Rodham Clinton and trying to win over white 


working-class voters in Indiana and North 
Carolina in next Tuesday’s primaries. 

“I am outraged by the comments that were 
made and saddened over the spectacle that 
we saw yesterday,” Obama said Tuesday. 

His strong words come just six weeks after 
Obama delivered a sweeping speech on race in 
which he sharply condemned Wright’s remarks 
but did not leave the church or repudiate the 
minister himself After weeks of staying out 
of the public eye while critics lambasted his 


sermons, the former pastor of Trinity United 
Church of Christ in Chicago made three public 
appearances in four days to defend himself 

On Monday, Wright criticized the US. gov- 
ernment as imperialist and stood by his sugges- 
tion that the United States invented the AIDS 
virus as a means of genocide against minorities.

Polar Bear Deadline Is Set 


Judge: Officials must 
decide whether to list 
species as threatened 

ANCHORAGE, ALASKA | A feder- 
al judge has ordered the Interi- 
or Department to decide within 
16 days whether polar bears should 
be listed as a threatened species 
because of global warming. 

U.S. District Judge Claudia 
Wilken agreed with conservation 
groups that the department missed 
a Jan. 9 deadline for a decision. She 
rejected a government request for a 
further delay and ordered it to act 
by May 15. 

“Defendants have been in vio- 
lation of the law requiring them to 
publish the listing determination for 
nearly 120 days,” the judge, based in 
Oakland, Calif, wrote in a decision

issued late Monday. “Other than the 
general complexity of finalizing the 
rule. Defendants offer no specific 
facts that would justify the delay. 


much less further delay.” 

A spokesman for the Interi- 
or Department said Tuesday the 
decision was being reviewed. 

The ruling is a victory for conser- 
vation groups that claim the Bush 
administration has delayed a polar 
bear decision to avoid addressing 
global warming and to avoid road- 
blocks to development such as the 
transfer of offshore petroleum leas- 
es in the Chukchi Sea off Alaska’s 
northwest coast to oil company 
bidders.

Immigration Advocates Soldier On 


Activists hope to raise 
profile of issue with 
nationwide rallies 

CHICAGO I Immigration activists and 
civil rights leaders are gearing up for 
rallies and marches in cities across 
the nation, hoping to revive the stag- 
nant immigration debate in time for 
the presidential election. 

Activists predict turnout for 
the more than 200 events planned 
Thursday from Seattle to Miami 
will be far less than in years past. 
But they say efforts demanding 
comprehensive immigration leg- 
islation — including pathways to 
citizenship for the estimated 12 
million illegal immigrants liv- 
ing in the U.S. — have extended 
beyond the streets. 

“While the breadth of activities

will be significant, most eyes are 
turned toward the November elec- 
tion,” said Rich Stolz, a coordina- 
tor with Fair Immigration Reform 
Movement, which oversees activist 
groups across the country. “We’ve 
been calling on the candidates to 
prioritize immigration.” 

The scope of the immigrant 
rights movement has seen signifi- 
cant changes in just two years . More 
than 1 million people nationwide 


marched in the name of immigrant 
rights in 2006. Fueled by a blitz of 
coverage in churches and Spanish 
language media, many united to 
fight a bill that proposed making 
it a felony for all illegal immigrants 
to live in the United States. 

With no single piece of leg- 
islation to rally around in 2007, 
numbers shrank and the message 
branched off 

Immigration reform hasn’t 
resonated with voters in primary 
elections who overwhelmingly list 
the economy as their top concern. 
Immigration legislation has stalled 
and been defeated in the Senate. 
Presidential candidates have not 
extensively addressed the conten- 
tious issue. 

“Folks are staying away from the 
immigration debate; it’s a touchy 
subject,” said Luis Gutierrez, execu- 
tive director of Chicago -based Lati- 
nos Progresando. “Some don’t want 
to talk about it, unless it’s ‘build a

Street Battles Intensify in Baghdad 



28 militiamen killed 
after ambush on U.S. 
patrol in Sadr City 

BAGHDAD | Dozens of fighters 
ambushed a U.S. patrol in Bagh- 
dad’s main Shiite militia strong- 
hold Tuesday, firing rocket-pro- 
pelled grenades and machine gun 
bursts as the American push into 
Sadr City increasingly faces pock- 
ets of close urban combat. 

U.S. forces struck back with 
200 -pound guided rockets that 
devastated at least three buildings 
in the densely packed district that 
serves as the Baghdad base for the 
powerful Mahdi Army militia. 

The U.S. military said 28 militia- 
men were killed as the U.S. patrol 
pulled back. Local hospital officials 
said dozens of civilians were killed 
or wounded. 

Such street battles — in tight 
confines and amid frightened civil- 
ians — are increasingly becoming 
a hallmark of the drive into Sadr 
City and recall the type of head-on 
clashes last seen in large numbers 
during last year’s U.S. troop buildup 
in Baghdad and nearby areas. 

U.S. troops have often fought 
intense gunbattles as they cleared 
neighborhoods in Baghdad and for- 


mer Sunni insurgent havens such 
as Anbar and Diyala provinces. But 
roadside bombings and rocket or 
mortar volleys against bases have 
been the more frequent mode of 
attack in recent years. 

Clashes have intensified in Sadr 
City since the Mahdi Army leader — 


the anti-American cleric Muqtada 
al-Sadr — reiterated his threat of an 
all-out war against U.S.-led forces 
last week. U.S. troops, meanwhile, 
find themselves increasingly drawn 
into the fight opened by the Iraqi 
government to cripple the power of 
Shiite militias. 


“We are seeing larger groups 
of militants actually aggressively 
attacking Iraqi and U.S. security 
forces,” said Lt. Col. Steve Stover, 
a military spokesman for Ameri- 
can troops in Baghdad. “We’ve seen 
more of the brazen attacks in the 
daytime recently.” kim gamel (ap) 


U.N. Creates Food Crisis Task Force 


Secretary-general will 
lead efforts to raise 
$755M in funding 

BERN, SWITZERLAND I The United 
Nations will establish a top-level 
task force to tackle food shortages 
and escalating prices that threaten 
to touch off a “cascade of related 
crises” around the world, Secre- 
tary-General Ban Ki-moon said 
Tuesday. 

Ban, who will lead the task force, 
said the group agreed on a series of 
measures for the medium and long 
term, with its first priority to meet 
the $755 million shortfall in funding 
for the World Food Program. 

“Without full funding of these 
emergency requirements, we risk

again the specter of widespread 
hunger, malnutrition and social 
unrest on an unprecedented scale,” 
he told reporters in the Swiss cap- 
ital, where the U.N. agency chiefs 
have been meeting. Even if the 
shortfall is met, more money will 
likely be needed, he said. 


Later, in a speech at the U.N.’s 
European headquarters in Gene- 
va, Ban said high food prices “could 
touch off a cascade of related crises 
— affecting trade, economic growth, 
social progress and even political 
security around the world.” 

The price increases have been 
dramatic, he said. “The price of rice 
in particular has gone from $400 a 
ton some weeks ago to more than 
$1,000 today.” 

Ban blamed the escalating prices 
on a range of factors, including “the 
new craze of biofuels derived from 
food products.” eliane engeler (ap)

Zimbabwe Police 
Free Nearly 200 

HARARE, ZIMBABWE | Police on 
Tuesday released nearly 200 peo- 
ple who were arrested last week 
in a raid at opposition headquar- 
ters, while President Bush called 
on Zimbabwe’s neighbors to step 
up the pressure on longtime leader 
Robert Mugabe. 

Many of the 215 people arrest- 
ed on Friday had fled to Harare 
to escape mounting violence and 
intimidation in rural areas that 
used to be ruling party strong- 
holds, but turned against Mugabe 
in the March 29 elections. 

Twenty-nine people, mainly 
women and children, were released 
almost immediately.

China Jails 30 Over Riots

6 Buddhist monks are 
among those ordered 
to serve 3 years to life 

BEIJING I Six Buddhist monks 
were among 30 people sentenced 
by a Chinese court Tuesday to jail 
terms ranging from three years to 
life for taking part in deadly riots 
in Tibet. 

The punishments were the first 
to be meted out by a Chinese court 
against Tibetans accused of taking 
part in a frenzy of assaults, burn- 
ing, looting and vandalism, mainly 
targeting Han Chinese and their 
businesses in the Tibetan capital of 
Lhasa and nearby areas, between 
March 14 and 16. 

The violence and subsequent 
government crackdown drew world- 
wide attention to China’s human 
rights record and its rule in Tibet 
ahead of the Beijing Olympics. 

The sentences were announced 
during two sessions of a one -day 
trial at the Intermediate People’s 


Court of Lhasa, the official Xinhua 
News Agency reported. China Cen- 
tral Television showed the convicts 
being led out by police in front of a 
packed courtroom. 

Xinhua said three men received 
life sentences, including a Buddhist 
monk identified as Basang who 
allegedly led 10 people, including 
five other monks, to destroy local 
government offices, burn down 


shops and attack policemen. 

Two of Basang’s alleged monk 
accomplices were sentenced to 
20 years in jail and the other three 
to 15 years in jail. 

Soi’nam Cering, a driver for a 
Lhasa real estate company, was sen- 
tenced to life in jail for joining in the 
mobs that smashed police stations 
and assaulted firefighters during the 
riot, Xinhua said, henry sanderson (ap)

Marines Storm 
Afghanistan Town 


NATO seeks to stretch 
its presence into area 
where Taliban is strong 

OUTSIDE GARMSER, AFGHANISTAN I 
Marines stormed into a Taliban- 
held town before daybreak Tues- 
day, trading gunfire with insurgents 
on the ground and using helicop- 
ter gunships to destroy a militant 
compound in one of Afghanistan’s 
most violent regions. 

Several hundred Marines, many 
of whom have fought in Iraq, report- 
edly met light resistance in the 
assault, which is the farthest south 
in years that American troops have 
operated in Helmand province. 

The goal is to stretch NATO’s 
presence into an area where ille- 
gal opium poppy fields are plenti- 
ful and the Taliban is strong. British 
troops man a small base on Garm- 
ser’s northern edge, but insurgents 
rule the countryside south of the 
outpost all the way to the Paki- 
stan border. 

No Marines suffered injuries, 
said their commander, Maj. Tom 
Clinton Jr. There was no immedi- 
ate word on whether any insurgents 


were killed or wounded. 

An 11-year-old Afghan boy 
suffered a chest wound from the 
explosion of a rocket that insurgents 
apparently fired at Marines, Clinton 
said. The boy was flown to a Brit-

ish base for surgery. His condition 
wasn’t immediately known.

SUFFOLK, VA. | It was a scene of hap- 
hazard destruction that stretched 
for 25 miles: row upon row of homes 
reduced to sprays of splintered lum- 
ber, shopping centers stripped to 
bare metal, parking lots turned 
into junk yards. 

And yet no one died. 

“The only thing I can say is we 
were watched over and blessed,” Fire 
Chief Mark Outlaw said Tuesday. 

As shaken residents and rescuers 
returned Tuesday to survey what’s 
left, they were amazed by both the 
scope of the damage and their good 
fortune. Even among the 200 peo- 
ple who were injured, most suffered 
only cuts and scrapes. 

Authorities said people in 


the tornado’s path had plenty of 
warning and were fortunate that 
the twister struck in the late after- 
noon, rather than at night, when 


most residents would have been 
sleeping.

Some of the Washington area’s 
leading philanthropists announced 
Tuesday they have raised $28.7 mil- 
lion to build a new facility for the 
Capital Area Food Bank. 

The food bank serves as the 
region’s primary distribution cen- 
ter, providing food to about 700 
agencies and soup kitchens. Amid 
a downturn in the economy, officials 
said demand for free or discounted 
food has been rising in the District 
and suburban communities. 

The new facility will allow the 
food bank to double its capacity 
with a huge food storage ware- 
house, expanded refrigeration space 
for fresh produce and a commercial 
kitchen that can be used to prepare 
hot meals. 

Construction is expected to 
begin this summer on the new facil- 
ity, which will sit on eight acres in 
Northeast Washington, and food

Consumer Confidence 
Down in the Doidrums 


Index hits lowest level 
since period before 
the Iraq war in 2003 

N E W YO R K I From soaring gas prices 
to weaker job prospects, Americans 
are gloomier about the economy 
than they were just before the Unit- 
ed States’ invasion of Iraq. They’re 
so anxious that fewer people say they 
are planning to take a vacation this 
y ear than in 30 years. 

And those are worrying signs for 
the already deteriorating economy, 
since eroding consumer confidence 
foreshadows weaker spending. 

A widely watched measure of 
sentiment dropped to a five-year 
low in April, the fourth straight 
month of declines. The Conference 


Board said Tuesday that its Consum- 
er Confidence Index fell to 62.3 in 
April, down from 
a revised 65.9 last 
month and 76.4 in 
February. 

That leaves the 
index at its weakest 
point since March 
2003. 

“There isn’t a lot 
for the consumers 
to be optimistic 
about,” said Gary Thayer, senior 
economist at Wachovia Securi- 
ties. 

Economists closely watch sen- 
timent readings, since consumer 
spending accounts for more than 
two -thirds of the nation’s economic 
activity, anne d’innocenzio (ap)

Americans Going 
On Selling Spree 


Auction sites flooded 
with desperate pleas 
to potential buyers 

N E W YO R K I The for-sale listings on 
the online hub Craigslist come with 
plaintive notices, like the one from 
the teenager in Georgia who said 
her mother lost her job and plead- 
ed, “Please buy anything you can 
to help out.” 

Or the seller in Milwaukee who 
wrote in one post of needing to pay 
bills — and put a diamond engage- 
ment ring up for bids to do it. 

Struggling with mounting 
debt and rising prices and facing 
the toughest economic times since 
the early 1990s, Americans are sell- 
ing prized possessions online and at 
flea markets at alarming rates. 

To meet higher gas, food and pre- 
scription drug bills, they are selling 
off grandmothers’ dishes and their 
own belongings. Some of the house- 
hold purging has been extremely 
painful — families have been forced 
to part with heirlooms. 

“This is not about downsizing. 
It’s about needing gas money,” 
said Nancy Baughman, founder of 


eBizAuctions, an online auction 
service she runs out of her garage 
in Raleigh, N.C. 

At Craigslist, which has become 
a kind of online flea market for the 
world, the number of for-sale list- 
ings has soared 70 percent since 
last July. In March, the number 
of listings more than doubled to 
almost 15 million over the year- 
ago period. 

Craigslist CEO Jeff Buckmaster 
said he was amazed at the desper- 
ate tone in some ads. 

In Daleville, Ala., Ellona Bate- 
man-Lee has turned to eBay and 
flea markets to empty her three - 
bedroom mobile home of DVDs, 
VCRs, stereos and televisions. 

She said she needs the cash to 
help pay soaring food and utility 
bills and mounting health care 
expenses since her husband. Bob, 
suffered an electric shock on the job 
as a dump truck driver in 2006. 

Among her most painful sales: 
her grandmother’s teakettle, which 
she sold for $6. 

“My grandmother raised me, so 
it hurt,” she said. “We’ve had bouts 
here and there, but we always got by. 
This time it’s different.” (ap)

Caps star to compete 
with Iginla, Maklin 
for NHCs top prize 

CAPITALS I Alex Ovechkin has made 
a habit of rewriting the Washington 
Capitals’ record books. Next month 
he’ll have the chance to do it again. 

Fresh off his first playoff appear- 
ance and one of the best regular 
seasons in more than a decade, the 
22 -year- old left wing could become 
the franchise’s first MVP after being 
named one of three Hart Trophy 
finalists Tuesday. The others are 
Calgary’s Jarome Iginla and Pitts- 
burgh’s Evgeni Malkin, the player 
taken second behind Ovechkin in 
the 2004 entry draft. 

Ovechkin also could become 
the District’s first MVP in one of 
the four major sports (NFL, NBA, 
Major League Baseball and NHL) 
since Redskins quarterback Joe The- 
ismann in 1983, the second Russian 
to earn the honor (teammate Sergei 
Fedorov won in 1994 as a member 
of the Detroit Red Wings). 

Iginla is a finalist for the third 
time after amassing 50 goals and a 
career-best 98 points. Malkin fin- 
ished second behind Ovechkin with 
106 points, 46 of which came during 
teammate Sidney Crosby’s 28 -game 
absence due to an ankle sprain.

The NHL prizes will be awarded 
June 12. Ovechkin won’t be the 
only Capital seeking hardware: 

Nicklas Backstrom, the center 
on Ovechkin’s linefor most ofthe 
season, is afinalistforthe Calder 
Trophy as rookie ofthe year, and 
Bruce Boudreau could be among 
the Jack Adams Award finalists 
for coach ofthe year, which will 
beannounced Wednesday. 


Ovechkin has already earned 
the Maurice “Rocket” Richard and 
Art Ross trophies for leading the 
league in goals and points with 65 
and 112, respectively, and scored a 
greater portion of his team’s goals 
(27.3 percent) and had a hand in 
more of its points (47.1) than any 
other player. He also was the first 
player to score 60 goals in 12 years 
and is ranked seventh in the league 
with a plus-minus rating of plus-28.

Much-traveled coach 
teams with Jordan to 
turn around Bobeats 

NBA I Larry Brown wanted to res- 
urrect his vagabond, Hall of Fame 
coaching career. Michael Jordan 
needed a veteran teacher and a big 
hire to rescue his sinking reputa- 
tion as an NBA executive. 

The two former North Caro- 
lina players teamed up Tuesday 
when Jordan introduced Brown 
as coach of the Charlotte Bob- 
cats — his ninth NBA coaching 
job. Brown agreed to a four-year 
contract, returning to the state 
where his nomadic coaching jour- 
ney began. 

“How are you going to say no 
to Michael?” Brown said. “I’ve 
known him a long time. The things 


he stands for have made our game 
better. There’s no way I could say 
no to him. It was a pretty easy deci- 
sion once my wife said yes.” 

The 67-year- old Brown replaces 
Sam Vincent, who Jordan hired last 
year despite no NBA head coaching 
experience. Vincent, who was Bred 
Saturday, struggled to find consis- 


tent rotations and clashed with play- 
ers in a 32-50 season. 

The Bobcats are in their fourth 
year, and Brown gives the struggling 
franchise instant credibility. He’s 
one of only five NBA coaches with 
more than 1,000 wins and the only 
coach to lead teams to NBA and

The Fall of the Wild 


Montenegro loses 
a bit of beauty due 
to new development 

DESTINATIONS! “Experience Wild 
Beauty” is Montenegro’s newest tour- 
ist slogan. But while the beauty of the 
“Pearl of the Adriatic” is undeniable, 
the wilderness is disappearing. 
The tiny Balkan state — nestled 


in the southeast corner of Europe 
— is a breathtaking mix of colors: 
blazing blue skies, lush green moun- 
tains, white pebble beaches and tur- 
quoise Adriatic Sea waters. 

But since it split from much larger 
Serbia in 2006, Montenegro experi- 
enced a real estate boom, with mostly 
Russians and Britons investing en 
masse in new hotels, tourist resorts 
or even complete new villages. 


The result: Narrow, winding 
roads along the coastline are 
jammed with construction trucks, 
and hills and forests are being lev- 
eled to accommodate new concrete 
structures that dot the landscape. 

“The nature is spectacular, but it 
is sad to watch how it is being erod- 
ed,” said Donna Jones, an English 
retiree vacationing in Budva. 

Even so, tourism is skyrocket- 


ing in Montenegro after a decade 
of bloody Balkan wars in the 1990s 
slowed the stream of visitors to a 
trickle. Most tourists now come 
from Russia, but the sparkling sea 
waters, stony mountain peaks, crys- 
tal-clear rivers and lakes increas- 
ingly draw Western visitors. 

Montenegro is considered a bar- 
gain tourist destination for Western- 
ers. A room in a private home starts 
at $30 per night, about half the price 
of a similar room in a beach town in 
neighboring Croatia. In new luxury 
hotels on the Becici beach south of 
Budva, the prices for a double room 
can start at $160 per night. 

The best time to visit Montene- 
gro is offseason — May, the begin- 
ning of June and the end of Septem- 
ber — as the Montenegrin Riviera 
tends to become overcrowded with 
tourists amid scorching summer 
heat, sometimes even triggering 
water shortages. 

“Montenegro has become a real 
tourist destination and is no lon- 
ger a wild little place in Europe’s 
backyard,” said Nikola Lazarevic, 
owner of the Grispolis restaurant in 
the quiet village of Bigova, perched 
on a deep sea bay nestled between 
hills covered with ancient olive 
trees, dusan stojanovic (ap)

Tom Petty uses his 
clout to reunite the 
band, 33 years late 

REUNION I The misadventure 
began, as so many do, in a cinder- 
block roadhouse in Gainesville, Fla., 
where, in the early ’70s, a band with 
the unfortunate name of Mudcrutch 
played muscular music that meld- 
ed old-man country with new-kid 
rock. 


Mudcrutch was better than good, 
too. Everyone predicted the scruffy 
kids would be stars someday. That 
didn’t happen, at least not the way 
anyone expected. The young band 
headed west to Los Angeles and cut 
a single, but the record fell flat. Mud- 
crutch was one and done, so, 33 years 
ago, the members called it quits. 

The story should end there, but 
it doesn’t. They have a new album 
— their debut album, in fact — hit- 


ting stores Tuesday from Reprise 
Records. The reason for all this? 
Mudcrutch’s lead singer and bassist 
is Tom Petty, who, of course, became 
one of the signature rock stars of his 
generation as well as one of its mav- 
erick souls. One of the great things 
about being a rock star is watching 
your whims come to life, and that’s 
exactly what happened when Petty 
decided last year that Mudcrutch 
should live again. 


Nordic Thrills Translate Well 


The Redbreast 
inaugurates a new 
genre: ‘Scandinoirvia’ 

B 0 0 KS I Norwegian writer Jo Nesbo 
just had his novel “The Redbreast” 
published in the U.S. The book was 
named the best Norwegian crime 
novel ever, and though Americans 
might think he’d have little compe- 
tition in that category, Nesbo’s work 
could be considered alongside that 
of a Nordic literary giant. 


“Henrik Ibsen . . . he’s a crime writ- 
er,” said Nesbo, who will read and 
sign books at Bridge Streets Books on 
Wednesday. “Most people don’t real- 
ize the techniques he uses as a play- 
wright are the same as that of a crime 
writer — that gradually the truth is 
revealed, and stories and events in the 
past will always haunt you.” 

The past haunts many char- 
acters in “The Redbreast,” which 
mixes history, politics and modern- 
day noir to create a thrilling liter- 
ary potboiler that jumps from the

“You wouldn’t exactly call it a 
career move, would you?” Petty 
said, sitting with Tom Leadon, 
Petty’s childhood friend and fellow 
Mudcrutch founder. “What this is 
all about is the music. Being in this 
band is so much fun, there’s some- 
thing pure about it.” 

The expression on Leadon’s face 
was the kind you see in snapshots of 
lottery winners. Leadon has been 
a music teacher outside Nashville 
in recent years, while the drummer 
in Mudcrutch, Randall Marsh, was 
teaching drums in Florida. Mike 
Campbell is on guitar, known to 
Petty fans as the “co- captain” of 
the star’s more familiar band, the 
Heartbreakers. The four original 
Mudcrutch members are joined by 
Benmont Tench, the Heartbreak- 
ers’ keyboardist, who also grew up 
in Gainesville. 

“I watched Mudcrutch play 
‘Dizzy Miss Lizzie,’ and I remem- 
ber thinking, ‘Who are these guys? 
They’re great!”’ he said. 

But the band wound up nothing 
more than a record-store trivia answer. 
The whole reunion thiug reeks of stunt 
— until you listen to the album and 
hear them talk about their band heri- 
tage. The album, titled simply “Mud- 
crutch,” has more swamp, stomp 
and twang than records that made 
the Heartbreakers famous. 

If there were any lingering sub- 
plots about success, resentment 
and what might have been, they 
haven’t shown up yet. As Marsh 
notes, “We’re old friends and if 
it didn’t work out, that’s OK; we 
would still have fun.” geoffboucher

MUSIC I Political pop -punk band 
Anti-Flag is back with another 
disc that will cleanly divide lis- 
teners between those who enjoy 
their hooky tunes and bratty far- 
left screeds and those who, frank- 
ly, do not. 

However, even haters have to 
admit that “The Bright Lights of 
America” is far and away the band’s 
most stylistically diverse album. 

“America” ventures far from the 
band’s usual blend of pop -punk, 
ska and hardcore to include folk, 
pop -rock, alternative rock, dance - 
punk, children’s choirs, and instru- 
ments that the members of the band 


cannot actually play, among other 
things. 

Haters also must admit that the 
members of Anti-Flag can play their 
chosen instruments quite well and 
have been doing so professionally 
for some time now. Bassist Chris 
#2, in particular, is remarkably 
agile on the fretboard. 

Now, the problems with Anti- 
Flag: Like a self-professed maverick 
pandering to the center in advance 
of the general election, the band’s 
big shiny pop moments are a guilty 
pleasure at best, insufferably cheesy 
at worst.

“Can everybody say the word 
‘autoclave?’” Silverman asked the 
other day while holding up some 
surgical instruments. “That’s a fancy 
word for an oven- dishwasher that 
goes at a very high temperature and 
actually kills the germs.” 

As she guided the children 
through the operation, she wove in 
lessons about surgery, the roles of 
operating room staff and the kinds 
of schooling her young audience 
would need to get those jobs. 

To education experts, this is 
“informal” or “free-choice” sci- 
ence learning, which means it’s 
happening outside of school. 

This summer, the National Acad- 


emies, a congressionally chartered 
nonprofit group that advises the 
federal government, will release a 
report on what’s known about the 
learning of science in such infor- 
mal settings. That includes not only 
museums but also such places as 
zoos and aquariums. 

The report comes as experts 
bemoan a lack of scientific educa- 
tion and literacy among Americans. 
They warn of a shortfall in home- 
grown engineers and scientists to 
keep the nation competitive and a 
citizenry struggling to grasp com- 
plex public issues like stem cell 
research. 

While that has led to calls 


for changes in schools, science 
museums can also play a big role 
in teaching and promoting sci- 
ence to both children and adults, 
experts say. 

Studies are showing that such 
institutions stimulate interest, 
awareness, knowledge and under- 
standing, said David Ucko, an 
expert on informal learning at the 
National Science Foundation, which 
requested this summer’s study. 

“They’re very useful,” said Gerry 
Wheeler, executive director of the 
National Science Teachers Associ- 
ation. “They’re a valuable resource 
for making nature real to the young, 
hungry mind.” malcolm ritter (ap)

The Depression-era 
project started in ’33 
is largely forgotten 

In Frijoles Canyon, history is writ- 
ten on cave ceilings, in etchings on 
rock walls, in the crumbling remains 
of cliffside dwellings. 

It’s an archaeological treasure 
trove in a stunning wilderness 
setting, a peek into the lives of the 
Ancestral Pueblo people who were 
here centuries ago. 

The canyon, though, offers a 
newer history lesson as well. 

The handsome stone visitors cen- 
ter and about 30 other structures 
— as well as the road that snakes 
down into the monument from the 
mesa top — are all part of the legacy 
of the New Deal. 

This year marks the 75th anni- 
versary of the start of the massive 
Depression-era effort fueled by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt’s 
determination that hungry Ameri- 


cans be put to work. 

Over the course of a decade or 
so, millions of people took part in 
an alphabet soup of federal pro- 
grams. They planted trees; cre- 


ated parks and zoos; wrote plays; 
recorded histories; painted; took 
photographs; and built highways, 
bridges, dams, courthouses, schools 
and stadiums.

Entire communities were built 
from scratch. 

“We literally transformed Ameri- 
ca,” said Christopher Breiseth, head 
of the Franklin and Eleanor Roos- 
evelt Institute in Hyde Park, N.Y., 
on the grounds of Roosevelt’s home. 
“In the beginning, ’33, only 10 per- 
cent of rural America had electric- 
ity. By 1945, when [Roosevelt] died, 
90 percent of rural America had 
electricity.” 

The nationwide building frenzy 
gave the United States such land- 
marks as New York’s Triborough 
Bridge and Lincoln Tunnel, Virgin- 
ia’s Skyline Drive, the San Antonio 
River Walk, San Francisco’s Cow 



Palace, the Overseas Highway in the 
Florida Keys and Hoover Dam on 
the Nevada- Arizona border. 

Countless other, smaller projects 
have become part of the fabric of 
American communities, many of 
them now largely unnoticed. 

“Never in America has so much 
been built for so many in so little 
time — and been so thoroughly for- 
gotten,” said sociologist and histori- 
an Bob Leighninger of Arizona State 
University, author of two books on 
New Deal buildings. 

In some cases, the improvements 
are out of sight, such as sewer sys- 
tems, Leighninger suggests. Many 
structures aren’t marked. And 
buildings didn’t have a uniform 
“New Deal” architectural style, 
but instead reflected their com- 
munities, so they don’t particu- 
larly stand out. 

Leighninger also attributes the 
amnesia to the political philosophy 
that has grown up over the last 
quarter- century that the federal 
government “can do no right.” 

“And so we’re not looking around 
for things they did right,” he said. 
“We’re inclined to deprecate that 
and ignore it.” 

Breiseth agrees that the New 
Deal heritage has been all but lost. 
“Part of it is that Americans, I think, 
have typically looked to the future. 
I think we take our past very casu- 
ally,” he said, deborah baker (ap)

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Net-a-Porter.com 
founder gets hip 
fashion to you fast 

Even in gray London, Los Ange- 
les native Natalie Massenet has 
carved out a bit of sunlight for her 
Net-a-Porter.com offices — tuck- 
ing them under the glass dome of 
Whiteley’s shopping center. It’s poet- 
ic this online fashion queen has her 
offices in abricks-and-mortar retail 
relic named after William Whiteley, 
who opened one of London’s first 
department stores in 1863. 

He was as much a visionary in his 
day as Massenet is in hers. The former 
fashion editor has been challenging 
the rules of retail since she launched 
her Web site in June 2000, starting 
by convincing fashion brands that 


the Internet was about more than 
discounting, and that $1,500 hand- 
bags really would sell online.

Massenet did this and more, 
bringing 200 brands to her online 
store. She distinguished her site by 
focusing on packaging and customer 
service, with same-day delivery avail- 
able in London and New York. 

Beyond creating an impressive 
site, she reinvented the way we shop. 


Massenet paved the way for luxury 
online, and now nearly all designers 
have e-tail sites, including Marni and 
Stella McCartney. She also proved to 
shoppers that buying clothing online 
could be easy. 

At Net-a-Porter, each garment 
has notes about size and fit, includ- 
ing exact measurements, a practice 
other stores are replicating. 

Although Massenet is a front-row 
fixture at the runway shows, she’s less 
a fashion creature of the editor in 
chief variety than she is a business- 
woman. She is quiet and firm, and 
generally dresses conservatively. 

Net-a-Porter was started with 
$1 million, and, after eight years, 
business is booming. In 2006, the 
site had revenue of $73.9 million. 

Now that the Internet has come of 
age, runway photos travel around the 


world at lightning speed, and copies 
of garments land in stores before the 
designer originals. Earlier this year, 
Massenet shortened the time it takes 
for a dress to travel from the run- 
way to your closet from six months 
to 48 hours, when she struck a deal 
with Halston to sell two looks from 
the fall collection the day after the 
show on Net-a-Porter. It sold out in 
45 minutes. 

“The fashion cycle is outdated,” 
Massenet says. “In the last five years, 
the consumer is more educated than 
ever. She gets to see the runway shows 
at the same time as the buyers and 
the editors, yet we are still treating 
her as if she hasn’t seen them — tell- 
ing her what’s happened and mak- 
ing her wait six months to buy it in 
the stores. We’re telling her it’s all 
about pointy-toed shoes next sea- 
son, when what’s in the stores now 
is round-toed shoes. 

“You can’t tell the custom- 
er that it’s about two different 
things. She’ll skip the round toe 
and go straight to the pointy toe, 
because that’s what’s coming next.”

Buyers, renters and real estate agents debate plunging into the market 


IF ITS A BUYER’S MARKET right now, what’s 
with all the “For Sale” signs swinging in your 
neighborhood? And if you’re thinking of sell- 
ing, is this really the worst time since the Great 
Depression to be calling a real estate agent? 

Even seasoned real- estate buyers and sell- 
ers are feeling edgy and unsure in the gloom of

the current housing climate. 

Shrieking headlines about condo 
prices in free fall and the subprime 
mortgage crisis pepper the Web and 
newspapers every day, only ampli- 
fying the chatter of everyone from 
your open-house obsessed Starbucks 
barrista to well-meaning relatives 
who keep telling you to quit rent- 
ing already. So, what are you sup- 
posed to do in this crazy market? 
Buy? Sell? Pitch a tent somewhere 
near the Washington Monument 
and wait it out? 

Agents and sellers who have 
managed to move a piece of prop- 
erty in recent months say that sell- 
ing now revolves around two key 
factors: pricing your home accu- 
rately for the market, and making 
it shine in a sea of competitors. 

Ahem, that means clearing out 
the magazine piles, putting into stor- 
age that overstuffed chair you love 
that — let’s face it — slashes your 
living room’s actual living area in

half, and, in general, de-personal- 
izing your home so a potential buyer 
can imagine his or her stuff in it. 

“You have to make the place real- 
ly sparkle,” says Michael Tubbs, an 
agent with Coldwell Banker on Cap- 
itol Hill. “First impressions are so 
important in a competitive market. 
Staging”— the process of artfully 
arranging your own or rented fur- 
niture and decor in a home to make 
it look ultra-appealing —“is more 
important than ever.” Even basic 
upkeep like washing windows or 
applying a fresh coat of paint can 
go a long way these days. 

Pricing is the other critical piece 
in the current crowded market. And 
the field is packed with competi- 
tion: According to data from the 
Greater Capital Area Association 
of Realtors, there are more than 
1,500 condo or co-op units in D.C. 
alone on the market as of the end 
of March (the most recent month 
for which figures are available) and 
about 1,600 single -family homes 
in the city. In just Montgomery 
County, about 4,374 single-fam-

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ily homes were clogging inventory 
as of March. 

“Pricing properly now means 
that you need to be either the 
No. 1 or 2 lowest-priced home 
in your marketplace,” says Ann 
D ’Ambrosia, senior vice president 
at the GMAC Real Estate Service 
Center in Largo, Md. “Buyers deter- 
mine the value. Price, matched with 
the condition [of the property], is 
the only issue in this market.” 

Especially when so many proper- 
ties are for sale, people who choose 
not to snag a pad often hear about 
how they’re missing out on a rare 
opportunity to jump into real estate 
during a buyer’s market. 

Jennifer Kaleba, director of com- 
munications at Rails-to-Trails Con- 
servancy in Northwest D.C., gets 
periodic nudges from home-owning 
friends and relatives. But she says 
she and her husband have chosen 
to continue to rent for several care- 
fully considered reasons. 

“Starter homes no longer come 
with starter-home prices,” she says. 
“Everyone and their mother is lec- 
turing you that buying now ‘makes 
more sense.’ But sometimes, the 
numbers don’t make sense at all.” 

Kaleba, 30, and her husband, 
Casey Kaleba, 29, who is working 
on a doctorate in theater at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, rent a house 
in Hyattsville, Md., located about 
“one-and-a-half songs on the iPod” 
away from the Metro stop there. 

“When we first moved in, there 
was this big green space nearby,” 
says Jennifer. “But about a year and 
a half ago, all these condos start- 
ing coming in” to fill it, which she 
attributes partly to spillover from 
the revitalization that has rolled 
through nearby Silver Spring. As 
a consequence, housing prices in 
the area have risen quickly. “We’ll 
say to each other now, ‘Well, we 
couldn’t have afforded to buy any- 
way,”’ says Jennifer. 

Even in this flat or declining 
market, the couple stands by their 
decision to keep renting. “Yes, I’m 
an adult, and I need to make this 
investment sometime,” she says. 
“But do we want to be eating 
ramen every day” to be able to 
swing a monthly mortgage pay- 
ment?” Both of them say they’re 
comfortable paying rent to invest 
in “our quality of life, not in prop- 
erty,” as she puts it. 

Software programmer Mike Lee 
and his family are also choosing not 
to purchase in the D.C. area. Lee,

and his physician wife, who have 
three children, rent a house in 
Earlysville, Va., near Charlottes- 
ville. While her job is expected to 
bring the family to Bethesda later 
this year, other potential relocations 
inherent in her work — coupled with 
the state of the local market — give 
them both pause when the prospect 
of buying a home in the D.C. area 
comes up. 

“It makes you sit back and think, 
‘Is this really a good time to buy?”’ 
says Lee, 39, who managed to sell 
a house in another tough market— 
San Antonio, Texas —before moving 
to Virginia. Ultimately, both he and 
his wife agree that “the known risk 
of renting is more tolerable than the 
unknown risk of buying.” 

Richard Green, professor of 
economics at George Washing- 
ton University and director of 
its Center for Real Estate and 
Urban Analysis, blogs about real- 
estate trends at Real-estate-and- 
urban.blogspots.com. His advice to 
those considering buying a roof to 
put over their head: Rather than 
panic about the market’s wild 


gyrations, consider your monthly 
income and that of your spouse or 
partner, if applicable. “If you can 
own without it costing much more 
than renting on a cash flow basis, it 
is a smart thing for first-time buy- 
ers to do,” Green says. “If not, you 
should wait.” 

Sure, there are plenty of buyers 
for whom the real- estate world is 
said to be at their feet. Folks like 
Sharon Bibee, who snagged a 
condo in Shirlington in July, say 
that careful research about the 
market plus a patient real estate 
agent who explained all elements 
of the transaction paid off in a big 
way: She got her dream condo. 

“I really felt like it was a fairly 
good deal,” says Bibee, 40, of the 
two -bedroom, two -bathroom unit 
with a parking spot for which she 


paid $370,000. “I’d been looking for 
a while, and this is one of the first 
places I had seen back when I was 
only looking half-heartedly.” 

Bibee, who works for the federal 
government, says she would com- 
pare every condo she saw subse- 
quently to the one she ultimate- 
ly purchased. “It has the granite 
counter tops and the tile floor and 
the building amenities I wanted,” 
she says. “Other places I saw I 
didn’t like nearly as well, plus the 
[monthly condo] fees were the same 
or outrageous, sometimes $700 per 
month.” Bibee’s current fee is just 
over $400. 

She gives props to her agent, 
Colin Concannon of Green Dot 
Realty in Fairfax City, for being 
supportive during her first real 
estate purchase. “When you start 


thinking about how much money 
you are spending and how stress- 
ful the process is, it’s easy to get 
overwhelmed, but he guided me 
through,” she says. “I felt like he 
was someone I could trust.” 

Concannon, whose brokerage 
deals largely in “distressed prop- 
erties” — aka bank- owned houses 
that have been foreclosed upon — 
takes the long view when it comes 
to coping with a down market. 

“You have to look at what this 
[greater D.C.] area has done his- 
torically,” he says. “Back in the early 
’90s, we were facing the exact same 
insanity”— an overheated market 
followed by a plunge. “Is it really 
that bad of a market? No, it is a dif- 
ferent type of market.” 

As such, sellers can’t get hung up 
on the fact that they aren’t fielding 
10 offers in the first three days of 
listing their property, he explains; 
it ain’t 2005 anymore. “If you are 
trying to sell your home these days, 
know that it is not going to hap- 
pen fast.”

knows that all too well. In Decem- 
ber, she sold her one-bedroom condo 
in Kalorama after it languished on 
the market for nearly a year. Now 
renting in Los Angeles’ San Fer- 
nando Valley, where she relocated 
for a job, McQueen is circumspect 
about her experience. 

“I bought my place for $330,000 
in 2004, and sold it for $310,000,” 
she reports. “As difficult as it was 
[to lose money], I count myself 
one of the lucky ones. It’s just me; 
there wasn’t a child put out on the 
street.” McQueen, 41, says it was 
very difficult to compete with the 
many other condominiums on the 
market in and around the District 
— even with hers in such a desirable 
neighborhood steps from Adams 
Morgan. The market in Los Ange- 
les is “pretty depressed,” she adds, 
so coupled with the loss she sus- 
tained here, paying about $2,000 
in monthly rent almost feels good, 
all things considered. 

When a house or condo does sell 
within weeks — and it does hap- 
pen, all the agents interviewed for 
this piece concurred— GM AC’s 
D’Ambrosia says that a few fac- 
tors almost undoubtedly came 
into play. 

“It was in great shape, it was 
competitively priced, and the sell- 
er was negotiable on terms such 
as agreeing to pay some or all of 
the purchaser’s closing costs,” she 
says. 


Marketing counts, too. “Sellers 
need to make sure that the agent 
they choose to sell their home not 
only has strong pricing skills, but 
also provides the tools and the ser-

vices to expose their listing to as 
many buyers as possible.” Many 
agents, D’Ambrosia contends, 
lack the right tools for the kind of 
exposure that a well-priced listing 
requires now. 

Coldwell Banker’s Tubbs points 
to the paradox with which today’s 
buyer must cope. “On the one hand, 
it’s a very good time to be a buyer, 
and it might continue to get bet- 
ter,” he says. “But some buyers are 
saying to themselves, ‘This is like 
buying stock. Will this house that’s 
priced now at $450,000 come down 
to $430,000?’” There’s no way to 
know for sure. 

In the face of such ongoing 
uncertainty, at least one predic- 
tion Green made is comforting. 

“Long term. I’m bullish,” he says. 
“D.C. is a great city and has unique 
characteristics that aren’t going

Couples often 
buy a home and 
get married in the 
same short period 

First comes love, then comes the 
wedding planner, the reception site 
reservation, the florist, the bridal 
showers — and, if you’re lucky, a 
down payment on a sweet condo 
or bungalow. 

For young couples, getting 
engaged often feels like a sprint 
through rites of passage, all of which 
come with giant price tags. 

When Mark Helfman, 28, of 
Burtonsville, Md., proposed to his 
girlfriend, he knew he wanted to 
buy a place sometime in the near 
future, but he wanted to take one 
step at a time. 

“It is impossible to do house 
hunting and plan a marriage at 
the same time,” Helfman says. “I 


would get down on both my knees 
to anyone who can pull it off.” 

Helfman ultimately bought a 
townhouse in November with his 
now-wife, Ilise Helfman, 28, in 
the Greencastle Lakes communi- 
ty development, four months after 
they were married in a Jewish cer- 
emony. “Stomping on the glass, say- 
ing ‘hi’ to relatives and eating cake” 
was nothing compared to signing 
his name on “800 dotted lines” at 
the closing, he says. 

“Till death do us part?” Breezy. A 
30 -year mortgage? Daunting. 

The median price for a condo 
in the Washington metro area in 
2007 was $294,200, well above the 
national median price of $226,400, 
according to the National Associ- 
ation of Realtors. The median 
sales price for existing single- 
family homes in the region was 
$430,000, more than double the 
national figure. 

Looking at those six figures 
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while trying to plan the most expen- 
sive party of your life can be para- 
lyzing. 

“It’s like ripping the bandage 
off fast,” says Dave Jenks, who co- 
wrote “Your First Home: The Prov- 
en Path to Home Ownership” ($13, 
McGraw-Hill) with Gary Keller and 
Jay Papasan. 

“But there’s some fun in this 
marriage stress express, too,” 
Jenks says. “There’s an advantage. 
It means that when you then set- 
tle in the building together, all the 
foundational pieces are there. It’s 
not long after you’re married that 
you’re inviting the wedding party 
over to your housewarming and 
celebrating another event. You’re 
launching your life together.” 

Last year, one-third of all home- 
buyers were first-time home -buy- 
ers, according to the NAR. The most 
common age range of home-buyers 
nationwide last year — 25- to 34- 
year-olds — coincides exactly with 
U.S. Census Bureau data on the aver- 
age age of men and women when 
they get married for the first time. 

Helfman caught a break on get- 
ting the nuptials rolling — his future 
mother-in-law, Wendy Raab, is a 
wedding planner with Rave Reviews 
in Kensington, Md.

When the Helfmans went to 
buy a home, they turned to a pro- 
fessional, as well. 

Their real estate agent, Sandy 
Wills, with W.C. and A.N. Miller 
— a Long and Foster Company in 
Maryland — sat them down and 
explained the buying process. 

“I asked them, ‘What’s your 
dream house? Do you want a fire- 
place? Do you want a garage? What 
areas do you want to live in? How 
close to work?” Wills says. 

Wills encouraged them to 
pull their credit reports, talk to a 
mortgage broker and understand 
the kind of range they should be 
looking at.

waiting until after the wedding 
was we got a lot of [money] gifts 
and we were able to use some of 
that toward our down payment,” 
Helfman says. 

Jenks, co-author of “Your First 
Home,” says the Helfmans followed 
a rule most modern couples know: 
Get professional assistance. 

“In the case of a wedding, you 
hire a wedding planner. When 
you’re buying your first home, the 
No. 1 thing you need to do is select 
a really good first-time buyer real 
estate agent,” he says. 

Like the Helfmans, an advan- 
tage young couples have is they are 
forced by circumstances to buy a 
good deal, Jenks says. In other 
words, their income usually limits 
their choices. “When you have more 
money, people fall in love with plac- 
es over their heads,” he says. 

Jenks recommends purchasing 
at the “sweet spot,” about 10 to 20 
percent below the median sale price 
for an area, as an investment. 

Even if a mortgage would exceed 
monthly rent payments, it can pay 
off because the interest on a mort- 
gage is tax- deductible. 

“For most first-time buyers, it’s 
an economical right thing to do,” 
Jenks says. 

And for newlyweds, it’s a great 
part of building a partnership, he 
says. Buying a home together pushes 
couples to talk about financial issues 
such as combining bank accounts 
and splitting mortgage payments 
— those big-ticket questions cou- 
ples must navigate. 

If Jenks has noticed any trend 
with first-time home buyers, it’s that 
young couples are buying sooner. 
“Most people are realizing it’s the 
foundational start of your financial 
life,” he says. “Owning my own home 
was the best accidental investment 
I made in my life. You seldom hear 
people saying, ‘We wish we hadn’t 
bought a house.’” 

Here’s how Robin Rider’s fiance 
popped the question: “Do you want 
your house or your ring first?” 

The real love story isn’t quite so 
brash and includes a romantic fire- 
side proposal another year down 
the road. But for Rider, 29, who 
moonlights as a wedding coordi- 
nator with R&R Event Planning, 
“homeowner” sounded sweeter 
than “housewife.” 

“We had saved up some money.

BUYERS 

THINK FIVE YEARS OUT 

Consideryour career aspirations and those of your partner, if you have one. Doesat least one of you expect to be relocated, 
or is at leastoneof you looking to change jobs? Recognizethat homeownership might complicatethe picture. Otherfac- 
tors, such as whether you’re planning to have children one day, matter, too. 

RESIST PEER PRESSURE 

Your decision to buy, sell or rent isjustthat — your decision (and your partner’s, if you have one). When your bestfriend 
nags you to pull together your down payment now — because there will never be another opportunity quite like this one, 
and, oh, look at those mortgage rates! — smile benignly and say you appreciate her interest. Then change the subject. 

DON’T GO IT ALONE 

Sharon Bibee,40, who bought her first condo in Arlington last year, says she relied on friends for advice and recommen- 
dations. “I don’t have family in the area, so talking to people I trust” — including her real estate agent, Colin Concannon — 
helped assuage heranxiety aboutthesometimes-overwhelming buying process. 

SELLERS; 

INTERVIEW SEVERAL AGENTS. Remember, you — the buyer — area hot commodity, so ask colleagues or friends for the 
names of real estate agents they’ve worked with and liked, and chatthem up. Try to ‘‘choose someone who spends a lot of time 
educating himself or herself about the market,” says Ann D’Ambrosiaof GMAC Real Estate Service Center in Largo. ‘‘The 
agentyou select should be onethat understandsthe current market statistics and has the ability to advise sellers on pricing.” 

FIRST IMPRESSIONS ARE CRUCIAL 

‘‘A vacant house is really a downer,” says Coldwell Banker’s Michael Tubbs. De-cluttering, cleaning and possibly staging a 
furnished place helpsto make it ‘‘show” betterto would-be buyers. 

DIVEST YOURSELF EMOTIONALLY 

Sure, you think your 650-square-foot Logan Circle studio is divine, but if the buyers aren’t booking walk-throughs, pay 
attention. ‘‘If no one is coming through to see it, there’s a very good chance it’s overpriced,” says Concannon. Talk with your 
agent about adjusting the price accordingly, especially if he doesn’t bring it up first (which a good agent probably will) and 
don’ttake it personally. 


and we were tired of paying for this 
apartment every month,” she said. 
“We had to put our priorities first. 
I said, ‘Let’s get the house.’” 

Rider and her then -boyfriend, 
Charlie Shyab, 31, did the whole 
marriage -mortgage mash-up in 
reverse. 

Nationally, a much larger share 
of first-time buyers are single indi- 
viduals and unmarried couples com- 
pared with repeat buyers, accord- 
ing to NAR data. Among all groups 
of buyers, unmarried couples tend 
to be the youngest, at 32 years old; 
among first-time buyers, they’re 
even younger at 28. 

Rider and Shyab were able to 
take advantage of a new home-buy- 
er’s program and, with their fami- 
lies’ support, purchased a home in 
Mount Airy, Md., last April. 

“Charlie’s parents offered to give 
us money for the house, whereas I 
don’t know if they would have for 
a wedding,” she said. 

With R&R Event Planning, 
Rider prides herself on working 
with the “budget bride.” 

“If you read the wedding mag- 
azines, you can have a favor and a 
trinket dripping from every corner 
of the ceiling,” Rider said. 

Instead she recently pulled off 
a $7,000 wedding for a couple who 
hosted their reception at Jammin’ 
Java in Vienna. An edgy coffee bar 
with an open-mic stage, Jammin’ 
Java is run by young entrepreneurs 
who were flexible with the bride’s 
requests and even let the fam- 
ily bring some of their own food. 
Instead of hiring a DJ, the couple 
loaded an iPod with the songs for 
the evening and celebrated with a 
cupcake wedding cake. 

“You can plan a wedding for 
$5,000. 1 don’t think you can buy a 
house for that much,” Rider said. 

Rider got engaged in December 
and is planning a fall wedding in the 
Outer Banks. She said she’s been 
cautious about what they spend, but 
by buying a home first, she was able 
to adjust her wedding budget to her 
mortgage payments. 

“To be honest, if we had gotten 
married first, we probably would 
have had a smaller budget,” Rider 
said. “You feel bad spending this 
money when you know you want 
to buy a house later.” 

Buying first came with anoth- 
er bonus: tax returns. “The first 
year, you’re mainly paying inter- 
est,” Rider said. “We can choose to 
use that refund to pay for our wed- 
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ding — or fix up the house.” 

Fear No. 6 listed in “Your First 
Home”: “I should wait to buy a home 
until I get married.” 

Jenks says there’s no advantage 
to waiting. While some people will 
rationalize they could buy a better 
home with two incomes or worry 
what a future spouse might think 
of their crumbling fixer-upper, 
buyers start to build equity earlier 
and gain the financial benefits of 
ownership. 

The NAR reports that 38 per- 
cent of first-time home -buyers in 
the U.S. last year were single. 

“We have seen young profes- 
sionals buying their homes before 
they find the person they want to 
marry,” Jenks says. 

Throughout “Your First Home,” 
the authors sprinkle in stories of 
what their first home meant to 
them. It’s a graphical how-to book 
and is easy to thumb through. The 
book crams a lot of wisdom onto 
each page with catchy lists such as 
“Eight Steps to Buying Your First 
Home” and “8 Questions to Ask

Your Agent.” It’s almost like when 
single girls draft that pro -con list of 
the qualities of the man they want 
to marry. 

“We wanted this to read like 
a romance novel, not a technical 
journal, and highlight the romance 
that’s engaged in everyone buying 
their first home,” Jenks says. 

“I think people are surprised 
at how incredibly good it feels 
to walk across the threshold of a 
place you own. There’s some psy- 
chological satisfaction, the idea 
of having your own castle. It’s an 
emotional good feeling that’s hard 
to predict.” 

In the beginning, couples might 
feel overwhelmed by the mortgage 
payment and taxes, but Jenks says 
the real satisfaction comes when 
couples seek buy their second home. 
“Whether you want to relocate or 
move up, you go, ‘Oh, my god, that 
first one was a good idea,”’ he says. 
“You have good credit and equity to 
bring to your next home.” 

And maybe a baby for that extra 
bedroom, josie Roberts

the failures in order to succeed. It’s 
been myjourney, and maybe some- 
one can learn from it.

Foreclosure tours 
show bank-owned 
properties priced 
at very low prices 

A new form of sightseeing is catch- 
ing on in the Washington sub- 
urbs, offering investment advice, 
free cookies and some eye-open- 
ing discoveries among the empty 


ramblers and forsaken townhouses 
of the region. 

They are known as foreclosure 
tours or home buyer tours. One that 
originated recently at a Northern 
Virginia Long & Foster office was 
labeled “The Centreville Gateway 
Foreclosure Tour of Homes.” More 
than 30 “tourists” squeezed onto 
a green passenger bus for a three - 
hour spin through parts of Fairfax, 
Loudoun and Prince William coun- 


ties. Some said they were looking for 
their first home, others were look- 
ing for a good investment, and some 
were just looking. 

“I figure it’s probably a good time 
to get into the housing market,” said 
Anita Walter, a Centreville resident 
who saw an ad for the tour in a com- 
munity newspaper. “I’m curious to 
see what’s out there, but I want a 
home that will be my home. 

“I’m not trying to turn around 
and make a quick buck.” 

For homeowners and inves- 
tors worried about the state of the 
housing market, the tours and their 
growing popularity are a sign that 
falling housing prices are attracting 
an increasing number of potential 
buyers — including those willing 
to travel in packs. Long & Foster 
offices have staged similar tours 
in Manassas, Gainesville, Alex- 
andria and Mount Airy. Tours are 


planned in Prince George’s County 
and Southern Maryland. 

“The general public doesn’t know 
how to find foreclosed properties,” 
said Pat Bogenn, a Long & Foster 
real estate agent. “There are deals 
out there, but there are also pit- 
falls. 

“With bank- owned properties, 
most people don’t know that they’re 
buying ‘as -is,”’ she said. Potential 
buyers might need to have utilities 
reconnected just to find out whether 
pipes are broken or whether the sep- 
tic system works, Bogenn said. 

The main draw of the tours is 
that they are a kind of rolling fore- 
closure seminar, counseling partic- 
ipants in everything from financ- 
ing to property inspection to legal 
concerns. 

“The benefit of this is that every- 
one is here at one time,” said Deb- 
bie Jeffries, a Centreville resident 


who was hunting for something with 
enough garage space for her mint- 
condition 1985 Lincoln Town Car. 
“I want rock-bottom prices.” 

There was a home inspector on 
board to point out maintenance con- 
cerns and estimate repair costs, as 
well as two lenders and a real estate 
attorney. All of the homes on the 
tour were vacant and bank- owned, 
which eased some of the ambiva- 
lence participants felt about taking 
over a property its previous occu- 
pants might not have parted with 
willingly. 

“It’s unfortunate that foreclo- 
sures have happened, but they can’t 
be reversed,” said Alex Bogenn, a 
real estate agent and Pat Bogenn’s 
husband. “By filling the empty hous- 
es, we’re ensuring the integrity of 
the neighborhood, and it’s bringing 
money back into our economy.”

Kellian Mcllwrath, a loan officer 
from Wells Fargo -affiliated Pros- 
perity Mortgage, told tour partici- 
pants it was the first time in mem- 
ory that property shoppers could 
reap the benefits of both low prices 
and low interest rates. 

“As a buyer, you can still get in 
with zero money out of your pocket,” 
she said, adding that banks are so 
eager to sell foreclosed properties 
that they are offering cash back to 
provide borrowers with enough for a 
down payment and closing costs. 

“It’s a good way for first-time 
home buyers to get into the mar- 
ket,” she said. 

Connie and Patrick Pittman, 
browsing for their first home, were 
listening carefully. They are rent- 
ing an apartment in Alexandria but 
want a house before starting a fam- 
ily. They were looking for something 
in the $300,000 to $400,000 range 
as close as possible to their jobs in 
Arlington County. 

“I’m from South Texas, so I’m 
used to big spaces,” Connie Pittman 
said. “A $300,000 home there is 
completely different.” 

As the tour illustrated, that 
amount of money will buy a lot 
more in Northern Virginia now 
than a year ago. One stop on the 


tour was a massive townhouse in 
Centreville that sold for $519,000 in 
February 2007 and is now listed at 
$399,000. Then there was a hearty 
brick rambler on a quiet Manassas 
Park street with a huge yard, hard- 
wood floors and a finished base- 
ment. Asking price: $284,000. 

“This has obviously been kept up 
by somebody who cared for it,” Pat- 
rick Pittman said, revealing a tinge 
of foreclosure -shopper’s guilt. 

“I’m amazed that this hasn’t been 
sold,” Denise Kempton, a real estate 
agent, told them. “For a first-time 
home buyer, you can’t beat the prices 
in Prince William.” 

Jeffries found the boat- storage 
area ample enough for her Town 
Car, but she wasn’t looking for a lon- 
ger commute. “You pick this up and 
move it to Centreville, and I’ll take 
it,” she said. 

Manassas area properties were 
the last stops. By then, the tour par- 
ticipants had thinned out. Sever- 
al said they weren’t interested in 
seeing Prince William houses, even 
though prices were significantly 
lower. They cited the extra com- 
mute, school quality and political 
tensions over the county’s policies 
toward illegal immigration. 

“Most people aren’t going 
for price,” Bogenn said. “They 
gauge by commute time.”

Try, Then 
Try Again 


How one couple 
finally landed their 
dream home in the 
tough D.C. market 

It took three bids, two agents and 
nine crystal doorknobs for Francis- 
co and Grace Solaris to find their 
first home. 

In late 2007, the Solarises 
stepped into the market after see- 
ing three houses in their neighbor- 
hood for sale. Making their search 
more complicated was Grace 
Solaris’ affinity for the architec- 
tural details of homes from the 
1920s and 1930s. 

They soon bid on two properties. 
They backed out of the first after a 
home inspection uncovered signifi- 
cant problems. They were outbid on 
a house in Chevy Chase. 

Early this year, the Solarises 
relaunched their search. The couple 
started by calling Kimberly Cestari, 
the agent for the Chevy Chase home. 
They told Cestari that they were inter- 
ested in Arlington, Northwest Wash- 


ington and Capitol Hill. Their price 
range, $750,000 or less, made find- 
ing a single-family or semi-detached 
house in Northwest difficult. 

Cestari decided for their first 
house-hunting trip that they 
would focus on six houses in 
Arlington. One of the houses was 
a $600,000 Colonial. The Solaris- 
es were impressed with the garage, 
high ceilings and crystal doorknobs. 
It was a fixer-upper, but it was what 
they were looking for. 

After two weeks on the market, 
the seller lowered the asking price 
to $569,000. The Solarises decided 
to pounce. But the price reduction 
attracted another potential buyer, 
so Cestari encouraged the couple 
to add an escalation clause to their 
offer of $550,000 in case the other 
bid was competitive. 

That Monday, the Solarises 
learned they had won the house for 
$583,675. They closed the deal three 
weeks later, in early March. “I feel very 
confident that this is a good invest- 
ment for us and that we’ll be happy 
in this house,” Grace Solaris said.

A Tmly Open House 

Homeowners are 
knocking down 
walls to get more 
modern interiors 


Homes of yesteryear may possess 
charm that new construction can’t 
match, but the rooms can be a bit 
small for plasma screens. Often, 
master baths are tiny, living rooms 
aren’t so great, and galley kitchens 
seem built for galley slaves. 

While some of these houses get 
plowed under, other moderate-size 
homes are finding new life as own- 
ers reconfigure spaces by knock- 
ing down the interior walls. It’s not 
cheap or easy, but the results can 
be spectacular. 

Opening the floor plan is gener- 
ally done in public areas of the house, 
meaning the living room, dining 
room and kitchen. Although open 
floor plans are associated with mod- 
ern design schemes, the concept has 
been around for alot longer, says Hugh 
Newell Jacobsen, a D.C. architect and 
well-known practitioner of modern 
design. “It originated in Japan around 
the 15th century and was broughtwest 
through the Bauhaus school in Ger- 
many,” he said. Bauhaus flourished 
in the early 1900s. 

A century later, open plans may 
be more popular than ever. In a sur- 
vey about design trends conduct- 
ed by the National Association of 
Home Builders, 58 of 60 designers 
interviewed said floor plans that 
incorporate the dining area into the 
great room will become more prev- 
alent in the average home. 

Lisa de Lima and Steve Geest 
wanted a more comfortable home, 
so in 1999 the couple made an offer 
on a ranch house in Gaithersburg. 
The young couple, who work for an 
organic food company, lived in the 
house for five years before exploring 
a major renovation. Through a refer- 
ral, they met with Taylor Matthews, 
a designer with Landis Construc- 
tion in the District. “They said they 
wanted an updated kitchen that 
wouldn’t be so closed off from the 
living room,” Matthews said. 

The front entrance was in the 
middle of the house and opened

directly to the living room. “Because 
of how the space was designed, the 
furniture placement forced you to 
look at the front door,” Matthews 
said. The original owners had 
enclosed a carport to expand the 
living space, but it was 18 inches 
lower than the rest of the house and 
unheated. The homeowners and the 
designer both saw the sunporch, 
which was being used for storage, 
as an opportunity to open things 
up and move the front door. 

Matthews and the couple worked 
on plans for months while trying 
to keep material selections eco- 
friendly and costs under control. 
A fireplace and some skylights were 
sacrificed to stay on budget. 

Reconfiguring meant building 
up the floor of the sunporch to the 


same level as the rest of the house 
and removing the wall. The front 
door was slid down the front facade, 
and Matthews designed a foyer with 
seating and shelving to separate it 
from the main living area. 

For de Lima, the architectur- 
al changes also changed how the 
family interacts. “Being able to 
cook while talking to somebody 
else helps with the social aspect. 
In the old space, you felt like you 
were separated,” she said. 


The social aspect was also the 
driving force behind the walls’ 
coming down at the Toppenbergs’ 
residence in Chevy Chase. Erin 
and Erik Toppenberg bought the 
house in 2005 after moving out of 
Manhattan. Erik, an executive with 
XM Satellite Radio, was charmed 
by suburban living. “We loved the 
village and the exterior of the house, 
but we knew the interior needed an 
update,” he said. 

The family, with two children. 


tects in Rockville. 

“The discussions were centered 
on being able to converse with other 
people while somebody was in the 
kitchen,” Broadhurst said. A wall 
separated the kitchen from a dining 
room, while the main living area was 
stuck on the back of the house. “It 
was very evident that the solid wall 
needed to be opened up,” he said. The 
design team decided to flip the din- 
ing room and the living area to use 
the space more efficiently. 

The design phase took five 
months, and construction lasted 
another six. Erin Toppenberg and 
the children stayed with family 
members in Georgia while Erik 
Toppenberg rode out the upheaval in 
the basement. The flow of the space 
was modernized to fit the family’s 
needs. “I can sit at the kitchen coun- 
ter, watch my wife cook and see my 
daughters playing in the other room. 
It gives me a warm feeling,” Erik 
Toppenberg said. 

Ruth and Steve Kinsley bought a 
mostly gutted rowhouse on Capitol 
Hill in 1971 for $24,000. They did 
some work to make the space livable, 
but neither was happy. “There were 
things that we both hated about the 
house,” Ruth Kinsley said. “Steve 
hated the fireplace, and I hated the 
room where the furnace, washer and 
dryer were located.” 

The couple raised a child and 
had careers while living in the 1898 
home, which is 15 feet wide. A friend 
of theirs was renovating her own 
house in 2005 and introduced them 
to Georgette Goldman, principal of 
D.C. architectural firm 3DG. 
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the homeowners room for storage 
and allowed us to move the stairs 
and fireplace,” Goldman said. 

The basement had to be dug 
out. It was then underpinned, and 
a concrete floor was poured. The 
heating and air-conditioning equip- 
ment were moved downstairs as the 
designers began what would be the 
most difficult part of the project 


— moving the stairs from the side 
wall to the back wall. 

“I was opposed to it at first,” 
Steve Kinsley said. “It wasn’t what 
I had envisioned, nor had I consid- 
ered it, but I guess that’s why you 
should hire an architect.” 

The designers struggled with 
different iterations of a floating 
staircase to make the landings and 


angles of descent come out right. A 
bedroom upstairs was eliminated 
to make room for the new steps. 
“We went from a three-bedroom, 
1 34 -bath house to a two -bedroom, 
2 34-bath house,” Ruth Kinsley 
said. 

By reconfiguring the downstairs 
powder room, moving the furnace 
and pivoting the stairs, a path to the 


kitchen was created. A dining area 
that used to be boxed in by the stairs 
now floats next to the living room. 
Carving away part of the ceiling to 
allow for the new staircase increases 
the feeling of openness. 

The homeowners tapped funds 
from a condo sale to pay for the ren- 
ovation and had a figure in mind 
for what they wanted to spend. “We 


gave the architects a number, but it 
went over,” Ruth Kinsley said. 

The Kinsleys stayed in a friend’s 
apartment during the renovation, 
which lasted a year. It was worth 
it. “I love my new kitchen,” Ruth 
Kinsley said. “It’s easy having peo- 
ple over, and it’s nice to have a hus- 
band that doesn’t hate the house.”
